Following heavier schedules with larger 
classes, assisting individuals and groups 
alike, willingly accepting new responsibil- 
ities, filling vacancies, overtaking tasks cre- 
ated by stricter wartime requirements, a 
multitude of extra-curricular activities, and 
leaves of absence, the faculty of Hammond 
High School sought to prepare young men 
for advanced graduation and diplomas in 
anticipation of induction and enlistment, to 
promote bond sales, paper drives, and par- 
ticipation in patriotic activities, to stress the 
importance of education now and later, and 
meanwhile to provide and stimulate interest 
in intramural sports, after-school dances, 
speech contests, social activities, and dra- 
matic productions, and to urge students to 
seek and seize every opportunity.

ASSOCIATION WAS 100% 
IN WAR EFFORT 

Throughout the year, the Ham- 
mond High School Association em- 
phasized, above all else, student 
activities which aided in the war 
effort. 

For the second time in the Associa- 
tion’s history, a girl was elected presi- 
dent. She was Victoria Wilson, who 
was aided by Eugene Stevenson, vice- 
president, and Anne Hess, recorder. 

From the beginning of the year, the 
Association sponsored the project of 
sending the “Calumet Herald” 
through the Herald’s circulation de- 
partment to all the boys in service. 

As a reward for the outstanding 
sales of stamps and bonds, a Minute 
Man Hag was procured and presented 
in a very impressive dedication cere- 
mony which was held in front of 
school on November 1, 1943. At that 
time, Superintendent of schools L. L. 
Caldwell, Mayor Bertram Smith, and 
Judge Strickland addressed Ham- 
mond High students and faculty. 

The Association kept a record of all 
the boys in the service and with the 
help of the Clothing Club kept up-to- 
date the service llag which was pre- 
sented last year. 

The Paper Committee headed an 
extensive campaign which continued 
throughout the year. A special paper 
campaign was held the week of Janu- 
ary 10-14 and netted hundreds of 
pounds of paper. Miss Bernice Buck’s 
advisory won the contest for bringing 
in the largest amount of paper and in 
an auditorium session, the room’s cap- 
tains, Mona Ruwaldt and Douglas 
Radicky, were crowned Queen and 
King. Part of the program was a quiz 
session featuring four teachers and a 
Board of Student Judges. 

The Association was in charge of 
tin salvage, too. 


The traditional Christmas tree in 
the hall was decorated by the Associ- 
ation and was appreciated immensely 
by all who saw it. 

In the spring, an elaborate stamp 
and bond drive was backed by the 
governing body. Awards of paper 
ribbons based on naval rankings were 
given to student salesmen according 
to the amount of their sales. 

A movement to abolish all out- 
moded laws of the Association re- 
sulted in the repealing of the obsolete 
rulings and the revision of the Ham- 
mond High Constitution. Copies of 
the rewritten and new laws were 
printed and given to all House, Sen- 
ate, Court, and Cabinet members. 

Annual Association Week was May 
8-12. Monday of the week was Red 
Cross Day; Tuesday, Court and Mon- 
itor’s Day; Wednesday, House and 
Senate Day; Thursday, Stamp and 
Bond Day, and Friday, Social Repre- 
sentative Day, which included a 
dance in the evening. An auditorium 
session was a popular feature of this 
week. 

The disciplinary body of the Asso- 
ciation is the Court. Members of the 
Court included the Secretary of Stu- 
dent Discipline and four judges, one 
from each class. Charles Warner, Sec- 
retary during the first semester, left 
for the service and was replaced by 
Keith Bussert. The judges were Jack 
Ogren, senior; Fred Baker, junior; 
Carl Ebert, sophomore; and Gene 
Fehr, freshman. 

The Court met at 8 a.m. on 
Wednesday mornings about twice a 
month. 

Attendance was very regular among 
members, and cooperation on the part 
of those summoned to report to Court 
was exceptional. 

The usual offense was failure to 
abide by regulations for the corridors 
and the penalty was to impose one or 


more “ninths,” reporting to the office 
at 7:45 A.M. for study. 

The Senate was composed of ten 
Senators, three from the senior class, 
three from the junior class, two from 
the sophomore class, and two from 
the freshman class. They were Jim 
Hulett, Don Stuart, Joe Mahlie, Bill 
Lengyel, Pat Gavit, Dick Sampson, 
Nancy Lynch, Jack Fox, Phoebe Seit- 
zinger, and Jack Blair, respectively. 
Miss Frances Taylor was the advisor 
for the Senate. 

The Cabinet members for the 
school year 1943-1944 were as fol- 
lows: Keith Bussert was the Secretary 
of Student Discipline, and Miss Ruth 
Breyfogle, was the sponsor for this 
branch of the student government. 
The duties of this cabinet member are 
to preside over the Court and to act 
as senior judge.

STAMP AND BOND SALES- 
MEN’S AIM WAS MUSTANG 
PURSUIT PLANE 

During the first semester, Barbara Singleton and 
Rudy Morow were chairmen of the stamp and bond 
sales, and in February, Julie Kohut and Dorothy 
Matosec replaced Miss Singleton. Their assistants 
were Louise Ernst, Wayne Turner, and Charles 
Darling. 

Early in the fall, Hammond High won the honor 
of flying a “Minute Man" flag by having bond 
and stamp purchases made by at least 90 per cent 
of the students.

The Calumet Herald of the year 1943- 
1944 was under the editorship of Joyce 
McVey.

Mona Ruwaldt, Dolores Sismour, 
Elaine Rea, Phyllis Tucker, and Joan Down- 
ing were news reporters. A. T. Bolt was 


the faculty advisor for the editorial staff. 

The business staff included Irving Fasan, 
business and advertising manager, following 
Dorothy Verboom and Bill Ischie, who held 
those positions during the first semester. Bill 
Schauwecker was the advertising assistant; 
Warren Yalowitz, Phyllis Tucker and Ted 
Steffen were also assistants. Circulation 
manager was Ted Steffen; typists, Jean 
Kohl, Inamae Pointer, Roberta Valliant, Joan 
Downing, and Viola Patargias.

Since the Calumet Herald is the news 
center of Hammond High, it published all 
the news about the school’s activities and 
promoted school projects through special 
editions and extra publicity. Not only did 
it furnish the students with up-to-the-minute 
news, but it also gave experience in pub- 
lishing, writing, and editing a newspaper. 

For their subscription drive this year, 
the Herald had a big clock in the main hall 
that ticked off the number of subscriptions 
sold until it reached one thousand. Each 
100 per cent advisory, of which there were 
eight, received a box of candy. 

As a special feature for Christmas, the 
Herald distributed a twelve-page edition 
that was supplemented with literary contri- 
butions from the Bohemian Club. Several 
junior high schools supplied articles for the 
issue. 

To help publicize the big paper drive, the 
paper staff announced a contest to produce 
a King and Queen of the paper scrap drive. 
The boy and the girl who were the captains 
in the advisory bringing the most paper 
were crowned in an auditorium session 
sponsored by the Herald. Pictures of the 
ceremony in an auditorium session appeared 
in the Chicago Daily News, the Hammond 
Times, and the Scholastic Roto, a national 
pictorial supplement furnished to high 
school newspapers. For their annual April 
Fool’s joke, the staff published the Temulac 
Times in competition with themselves. The 


paper consisted of facetious stories and 
news. 

When Hammond High won the sectional 
basketball tournament, an edition was 
printed with huge red headlines urging our 
team on to more victories. 

As a tribute to the seniors, an enlarged 
graduation issue was published by the 
seniors. The news was exclusively of senior 
activities and interests. The members of 
the next year’s staff took over the duties of 
publication in May and produced all the 
Heralds thereafter except the commence- 
ment issue. 

Several of the Herald staff of this year 
won membership in the Quill and Scroll, 
a national honorary society for journalists. 
These members were Joyce McVey, Dorothy 
Peck, Phyllis Johnstone, Phyllis Lennertz, 
Dorothy Verboom, Larry Weiss, Eugene 
Ince, and Bill Ischie. Joyce McVey also 
won honorable mention in an editorial con- 
test sponsored by the Quill and Scroll. 

As a way of getting improvements, new 
ideas, and discussions of policy, the staff 
held monthly meetings in the homes of the 
members, and thus combined social life with 
business. 

In order to collect experience in putting 
out a newspaper, a “cub” staff which is 
made up of members of the journalism 
classes, published one week’s issue.
